GOVERNMENT SIDE

Did Sinclair Own Liberty 
Bonds Everhart. Had? 
Big Question Up.

Did Harry F. Sinclair ever own the 
$230,500 worth of Liberty bonds which 
Government special counsel have traced 
from M. T. Everhart, Secretary of the 
Interior Fall’s son-in-law, to the Con- 
tinental Trading Co., Ltd., a Canadian 
corporation? 

This is the all important question 
which will dominate the proceedings 
as soon as court convenes today in the 
trial before Justice Siddons of Fall and 
Sinclair, who are charged by the Gov- 
ernment with having conspired to de- 
fraud the United States in connection 
with the Teapot Dome naval reserve. 

Owen J. Roberts and former Senator 
Atlee Pomerene have brought the pre- 
sentation of their case up to this ex- 
citing point, which, from the stand- 
point of public interest at least, eclipses 
all others. Fomer Senator Charles S. 
Thomas, of Colorado, who was the at- 
torney who drew up the contract for 
the $50,000,000 oil deal between the so- 
called Humphreys companies and the 
Continental Trading Co., will resume 
his testimony after having on Friday 
Outlined the conference which led to 
the gigantic oil deal, and having ex- 
plained that the Prairie Oil & Gas Co., 
through J. E. O’Neil, president, and the 
Sinclair Crude Oil Purchasing Co., 
through H. F. Sinclair and R. W. Stew- 
art, directors, had guaranteed to the 
Humphreys companies due performance 
on the part of the Continental Trading 
Co., Ltd., the vendee. 

Two Witnesses Missing. 


Every word of Thomas’ testimony 
will be followed with the greatest in- 
terest, especially as Harry M. Black- 
mer, president of the Midwest Refining 
Co., and J. E. O’Neil, the two so-called 
missing witnesses, figure in the recital 
of events. R. W. Stewart, of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of Indiana, half owner of 
the Sinclair Crude Oil Purchasing Co., 
was one of the so-called missing wit- 
esses at the Cheyenne civil trial, as 
he was in South America at that time. 
But he is now here to testify. Bea- 
man G. Dawes, president of the Pure 
Oil Co., and brother of Vice Presi- 
‘dent Dawes, was referred to by Thomas 
on Friday as one of those with whom 
he conferred in drawing up the huge 
$50,000,000 oil contract. 

After Thomas concludes his testi- 
mony, the Government expects to put 
Stewart on the stand and later call 
the name of H. M. Blackmer, who is 
mow in Europe despite the Govern- 
‘ment’s subpena.

A searching party of 200 men—the 
greatest Montgomery County has ever 
seen—searched the woods and fields 
aroun Wheaton, Md., yesterday for 
Canandaigua’s strange nomad, Mrs.

When. darkness fell and no definite 
trace of the woman had been found, 
her husband, the Rev. Dascomb For- 
bush, called off the searchers for the 
night. The search will be resumed 
this morning. 

An indication of the interest the 
search has created in this city was 
given yesterday morning, when the Rev. 
Jason Noble Pierce, pastor of the First 
Congregational Church, spoke on it in 
his sermon at services attended by 
President Coolidge. 

Stressing the kindness shown to Mr. 
Forbush by the people, the press and 
the Police Department of this city, Dr. 
Pierce declared that the ‘lost shall 
be found.” 

Mr. Forbush seemed discouraged for 
the first time since the search began 
11 days ago. He looked worn and baf- 
fled, and his friends were beginning to 
worry about him.

TOLD BY PHYSICIAN 
DEATH WAS NEAR 


Body Thought to Be That of 
Mrs. Purvis Washed Up 
on Virginia Shore. 


Quietly taking passage for Norfolk on 
@ boat of the Norfolk-Washington 
Steamboat Co., Mrs. Laura M. Purvis, 
48 years old, 3162 Seventeenth street 
northwest, left Washington unknown to 
friends or relatives Satyugday night, and 
was missing when the sel docked at 
Norfolk yesterday, morning. 

A few hours later the keeper of a 
lighthouse at Mathias Point discovered 
the body of a woman as he rowed 
ashore. From a description sent to 
Washington police, D. R. P. Purvis, 
only son of the missing woman, is 
convinced the body is that of his 
mother. He will leave this morning 
for Comorn, Va., to attempt to es- 
tablish identity. 


Invalid for Seven Years. 


Mrs. Purvis had been an invalid for 
seven years. Her son, a _ student 
at the Georgetown Foreign Service 
School, believes she jumped from 
the boat in a moment of de- 
spondency. Unaware of his mother’s 
fate, he attended a masquerade party 
Saturday night, while the boat made 
its way down the river to the bay. 

Mrs. Purvis was the second woman to 
leap from the steamboat Distict of 
Columbia within two weeks. The first 
was Mrs. Beatrice Coe, 38-year-oid 
widow of this city, who disappear-.i 
October 16, after leaving notes ad- 
dessed to the captain of the vessel and 
@ friend here. 

Washington police first believed it 
was her body the Virginia lghthoyse 
keeper had found. On checking with 
relatives, however, they found the de- 
scription did not tally. The body 
found yesterday was of medium build 
and had long black hair, whereas Mrs. 
Coe was very small and had bobbed 
hair. 

The theory that the body was that 
of Mrs. Purvis was strengthened by 
J. Walker, Comorn undertaker, who 
declared last night it could not have 
been in the water more than 24 hours 
t was dressed in a brown dress, but- 
toned down the front, he said, and 
flesh colored stockings. There was a 
wedding ring on the left hand. Over 
the left temple was a deep cut. 

Commonwealth Attorney Joseph A. 
-Billingsley, of King George County, 
Va., declared last night he did not 
deem it necessary to hold an inquest. 
He will stay at Walker’s undertaking 
establishment this afternoon in an 
effort to establish identification. 

Yesterday morning a telephone mes- 
sage from Norfolk police apprised Pur- 
vis of his mother’s disappearance. She 
was last seen aboard the vessel be- 
tween 8 and 10 o’clock Saturday night, 
he was told. When her hat and a 
small handbag were found yesterday 
morning, the boat was searched in vain.

Big Plane Falls Close to 
the Scene of Wreck 
Fatal to Seven. 


2 HUNTERS IN FIELD 
HAVE NARROW ESCAPE 


Engine Keeps Roaring Up to 
‘the Moment of Impact 
Against Earth. 


South Plainfield, N. J., Oct. 30 (A.).) 
Four~persons, including the pilot and 
his financee, were instantly killed to- 
day when a five-passenger Fairchild 
cabin airplane fell at New Market, little 
more than a mile from the place of 
the crash of an airplane on September 
17 in which seven persons were killed 
and five in jured. 

The dead: 

‘Leroy Thompson, 28, pilot, of Hack- 
e..sack, employed by the Colonial Air 
Transport Co. 

Betty McGowan, a school teacher, of 
Hillsdale. 

Wesley Hubbell, 
Thompson. 

George Haubner, 26, of Hillsdale. 

The plane crashed in a cornfield:on 
the farm of Mrs. Bella Halpera, about 
& mile south’ of Hadley Field, Eastern 
terminus of the air mail. Two hunters. 
who said the machine narrowly missed 
them as it fell from a height of about 
200 feet, believed it went into a tail- 
spin as Thompson executed a sharp 
bank to turn north. The engine con- 
tinued to roar until it struck earth. 

Bodies Terribly Crushed. 


The machine wavered, went into the 
spin and from that into a nose dive, 
the hunters reported. The engine was 
buried in the ground out of sight and 
the fuselage was crushed flat. 

The huntors, George Hooley, and 
Charles Drake, and Mrs. Halpers, who 
watched the plane from her kitchen, 
were the only eye witnesses to the trag- 
edy. The wreckage did not catch fire 
and all’ three ran to it, but hastily 
abandoned their work of removing the 
bodies when they found that all four 
had been terribly crushed. 

Thompson was known as an experi- 
enced pilot. The plane was flown from 
Boston last night and word was re- 
ceived that Thompson was to bring it 
to Teterboro, the field used by the 
Colonial company, for the Si@iday aft- 
ernoon “joy ride” service. Thompson

WOMAN KILLED, HUSBAND 
HURT AS CAR OVERTURNS 


Mrs. John Kennedy Thrown 
on Head in Defense 
Highway Wreck. 


ROAD JAMMED BY AUTOS 


Mrs. Diana Kennedy, 57 years old, 
13841 L street northwest, was killed 
and her husband, John Kennedy, 
injured when the heavy’ touring 
car in which they were driv- 
ing overturned on the Defense high- 
way, 6 miles from Annapolis, yester- 
day afternoon. Mrs. Kennedy is said 
to be a niece of Horace Greeley. 

According to the story told by Mr. 
Kennedy at the Emergency Hospital, 
where the couple was taken, he was 
driving toward Annapolis at the speed 
set by other cars, when the car ahead 
of him suddenly stopped. 

In trying to avoid crashing into the 
rear of the car his car overturned three 
times in the road, throwing Mrs. Ken- 
nedy out, her head striking the con- 
crete, 

'- The accident occurred at 3:30 o’clock. 

The couple immediately was taken 
to the hospital in Annapolis by a pass- 
ing motorist. On arrival at the hos- 
pital, 30 minutes later, Mrs. Kennedy 
was. dead, having suffered a fractured 
skull. Mr. Kennedy’s right hand was 
cut by broken glass, one or two ten- 
dons being severed. 

Mrs. Kennedy had worked for depart- 
ment stores in Washington as saleslady 
and in managerial capacity since the 
couple came here from New York a few 
years ago, and only recently had ob- 
tained employmen at Erlebacher, Inc., 
1210-1212 F street northwest. Mr. Ken- 
nedy is employed at the Palais Royal. 

The Sunday drive was customary with 
them. 

Mrs. Kennedy is survived by two mar- 
ried daughters, one of whom lives in 
Washington, and by two brothers. The 
body was taken to undertaking estab- 
lishment of John M. Taylor, in An- 
napolis.

Waiter, Reader of Communist

Athens, Greece, Oct. 30 (A.P.)—The 
President of Greece, Admiral Paul Kon- 
douriotis, was severely wounded today 
by a 25-year-old waiter, who attempted 
assassinate him. The president was 
entering his automobile in front of the 
municipal building, where he had for- 
mally opened the congress of Greek 
mayors. 

Two shots were fired at the president. 
One of the bullets struck him in the 
head, having first passed through the 
windshield of the automobile, which 
was shattered in the president’s face, 

Crowds rushed at the assailant, Za- 
fioios Goussios, and attempted to lynch 
him. He was saved by police, who hur- 
ried him off to jail. 


Taken to Hospital. 

President Kondouriotis was removed 
to a nearby hospital. His condition 
was more serious than at first thought. 
A bulletin issued by the surgeons soon: 
after the President’s injuries had been 
attended to said: 

“The president was wounded in the 
right temple, the bone being splin- 
tered. The president bore a slight 
opcration very well; his condition is 
satisfactory and he was able to return 
home.” 

Ministers of state, diplomatic repie” 
sentatives and high officials hastened 
to the hospital to express their sym- 
pathy. Some of them were permitted 
to speak with him, the others signed 
the visitors’ book. 


Long Out of Work. 

Goussios is a waiter; born in Larisso, 
He came to Athens a fortnight ago for 
treatment of an aural affection. He 
also. suffers from an impediment of 
the speech, dating from his birth. 
This gave rise after his arrest to the 
impression that he was a deaf-mute, 

The police alleged that his luggage 
contained communist literature. They 
said he made a confession, declaring 
that he had been long unemployed and 
as the state had given him no support 
he wanted to avenge himself by kill- 
ing the head of the state.

MANUFACTURE OF BEER 
PROPOSED TO GUT TAXES 


Would Yield Annual Revenue 
of $1,320,000,000, Wet 
Leader Estimates. 


PLANS PLEA TO CONGRESS 


Modification of prohibition laws will 
be linked with tax reduction in a pro- 
posal to be submitted by the cia- 
tion Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment to the House ways and means 
committee, which today will commence 
revenue law revision hearings, 

Capt. W. H. Stayton, national chair- 
man of the organization, yesterday an- 
nounced he will propose to the com- 
mittee that in connection with a modi- 
fication of the Volstead act to permit 
the manufacture and sale of beer, a 
tax of 40 per cent of its retail selling 
price be imposed. This rate of tax, he 
said, is what cigarete smokers are now 
subject to, and to which they offer no 
protest, 

Accarding to Stayton’s estimates, a 
40 per cent tax on beer on the basis 
of the average consumption in the five 
years previous to 1915 would yield the 
Government $1,320,000,000 in revenue 
annually. With this huge revenue he 
offers the alluring prospect of wholesale 
reduction in corporation and individual 
income taxes and in remaining wartime 
excise taxes. 

The House committee hearings are to 
start this afternoon with Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon and Undersecre- 
tary of the Treasury Mills as witnesses. 
They will present the administration 
tax reduction .program.

AFTER 7 DAYS WN BOAT 


Crew of Sunken Schooner 
Only Half . Conscious 
When Picked Up. 


WORN OUT BY STORMS 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Oct, 30.—Nine men who 
owe their lives to the fluctuating for- 
tunes of the sen, picked up by the 
stemship Volendam of the Holland- 
America Line last Friday after seven 
days in an open boat, were landed here 
today when the Dutch Jiner. docked 
from Bermuda. All of the romance of 
the deep, all of the adventure that 
might have been squeezed between the 


covers of a book by Conrad, was theirs 
during the seven days and nights pre- 
ceding their rescué, 

The men were the crew of the Ho- 
ratio J. “oss. The boat sank on the 
morning of October 22. Heavy seas had 
battered the four-masted schooner 
laden with coal for Martinique since 
they left Philadelphia on October 9. 

At midnight on October 21, Capt, 
William Potter decided to abandon 
ship. The men had been standing by 
the pumps for four days. The nine 
men ‘lowered the single-motored life- 
boat and were swept 50 feet away from 
the sinking schooner before Ernst 
Peterson, able seaman, who had stood 
by at the boat davits, jumped in and 
swam to the-n in the darkness. 

The seams of the lifeboat were 
cpened by the heavy seas and for seven 
days and nights the men rowed and 
bailed continuously, with snatches of 
sleep by turns, Finally they freed and 
threw overboard the now useless mo- 
tor, but still the lifeboat shipped water, 
and a blanket rigged for a sail blew 
away. 

They had provisions aboard, but the 
schooner had sunk about 200 miles 
north of Bermuda, and, although the 
captain laid a straight course for that 
island, the pounding swells kept them 
from getting nearer than within 15 
miles of the island,.with the men half 
dead at the oars. So they drifted 40 
miles, and when hope was practically 
gone, picked up the lights of the Vo- 
lendam Friday ‘night. 

Capt, Potter sent up a flare and Capt. 
Koning, of the Volendam, hove the liner 
to near the small boat with its cargo 
of semiconscious men. The Volan- 
dam’s passengers lined the rails as the | 
shipwrecked sailors were taken aboard, 
and soon took up a collection for the 
men which netted $1,100,

Dowager Empress, in Den- 
mark, Refuses to Believe 
Nicholas Was Executed. 


IN SIBERIA, SHE THINKS 


Copenhagen, Denmark, Oct. 30 (A.P.) 
The former Dowager Empress of all the 
Russias, Maria Feodorowna, refuses to 
believe that her son, the Czar of Rus- 
sia, Is dead. Hope of seeing him again, 
she says, is aiding. to keep her alive, 
despite the fact that she is growing 
steadily weaker as her eightieth birth- 
day, November 25, approaches. 

The exiled dowager empress has vir- 
tually retired to the privacy of her own 
room. She seldom leaves her quarters, 
even having given up her daily drive 
in a hired automobile because the 
slight exertion is too much of a tax 
upon her strength. 

The widowed consort of Russia’s one- 
time ruler spends much of her time 
talking about the deposed Czar Nicho- 
las with Prince Lolgourioucks and 
Countess Mencken, who faithfully share 
her exile. She expects her son to visit 
her almost any day. 

Her imperial majesty is virtually 
alone in her belief that the czar was 
not murdered ten years ago at Ekater- 


inburg. She refuses to let her nephew, 
King Christian of Denmark, persuade 
her to come to his palace. She takes 
little interest in herself, she is just 
waiting, she tells her retainers and 
fellow exiles, for her son and his chil- 
dren to return form Siberia, where they 
fied to escape bolshevik executionists. 

Although the warm summer days 
have turned into the miserable damp 
weather of the Danish autumn, the 
dowager empress refuses to leaeve 
“Hyedoere,” her summer residence, pur- 
chased years ago jointly with her sis- 
“Maga late Queen Alexandra of Eng- 
and. 

The summer villa, designed for use 
Only in the warm months, is a large 
and drafty affair but the czar’s aged 
mother does not make any complaint 
of the lack of fireplaces and stoves, 
She finds the electric radiator in her 
private sitting room sufficient for her 
needs.

OPPOSED MILITARISM

Berlin, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Maximilian 
Harden, 66 years old, noted German 
editor, who founded Die Zukunft, died 
suddenly today at Montana-Vermal, 
Switzerland. 

Paris, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—The death of 
Maximilian Harden, noted German edi- 
tor, followed an attack of bronchitis, 
Says a Havas Agency dispatch from 
Montana-Vermal, Switzerland. 


Maximilian Harden caused more un- 
easiness to the forme: royalty of Ger- 
many and men who occupied politic.l 
positions during the regime of the 
kaiser than any other man or agency 
in Germany. He hated the former war 
lord more and feared him less than 
any other German subject, and never 
permitted an opportunity to pass to 
criticize and attack the ruler and 
those associated with him in the gov- 
ernment. 

Harden was an admirer of Bismarck, 
and in his early writings ardently de- 
fended the policies and theories of 
the “Iron Chancellor.” He began to 
attract attention by a series of essays 
on political subjects which were pub- 
lished in 1888. 


Criticized Whom He Pleased. 


Four years later, in order to get 
wider circulation for his writings, Har- 
den established Die Zukunft (The 
Puture), a weekly publication. He 
stood apart from the uevelopment of 
absolutism, militarism and “kultur,” 
and in his newspaper criticized when 
and what he pleased. 

It was Harden who brought to light 
in 1907 the court scandal of Prince 
Philip zu Eulenburg and his compan- 
ions, which has been recorded as one 
of Germany's’ greatest sensations. 
Harden charged that the then Emperor 
William .was surrounded by a camarilla 
which exerted great and injurious in- 
fluence on his decisions in political 
matters. He charged Prince Eulenberg, 
who had been German Ambassador to 
Austria; Gen. Count Kuno von Moltke 
and Gen. Count Wilhelm von Hohenau 
with being men of abnormally vicious 
tendencies and practices. The result

MINE CREW RISK LIVES 
TO FIND BLAST VIGTING 


Michigan Shaft Wreck Is Be- 
lieved Due to Air From 
Sudden Settling. 


Houghton, Micn., Oct. 30 
Bodies of two of the seven miners 
whose lives were snuffed out by an 
air blast explosion, occurring on the 
forty-first level of the Quincy Copper 
Mine, near here yesterday, were recov- 
ered today. The bodies were those of 
John Israelson, 40, and Emii Eit- 
tama, 51. 

Rescue workers, who have been .op- 
erating in relays since late yesterday 
evening when the explosion occurred, 
declared tonight it may be several days 
before the bodies of the other five vic- 
tims are recovered. Hundreds of tons 
of stone, heaped up in the section of 
the level where the victims were 
trapped, will have to be removed slow- 
ly-and carefully, due to the hazardous 
condition of the flooring. One end of 
the level was completely torn out by 


the terrific force of the blast and the 
weight of the wreckage at the other 


below. 

The wrecked level. is 4,100 feet .be- 
neath the surface, half the distance of 
the entire shaft..Nothing is known re- 
garding the condition of the levels be- 
neath it, whence the blast originated, 
but it is highly probable the supports 
of the sectic.. have been badly dam- 
aged. Most of the rescue work is being 
done from scaffold hoists, but another 
slip in the loosened strata would mean 
almost certain death for the workers 
who number approximately 150 men. 
Mining officials and engineers who 
inspected the wrecked level] today were 
agreed that the accident resulted from 
the settling of a mass of rock some- 
where in the lower levels, which caused 
a violent compression of air to strike 
the forty-first level.

ONE MAN IS ARRESTED 


York, Pa. Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Jack 
Walsh, 24, son of a Chicago business 
man, was found dead in an alley in the 
heart of York’s foreign quarter early 
today, the victim, police believe, of an 
attack by negroes.

POWERS TO ATTACK 
LITHUANIAN DISPUTE 


England, France and Germany 
Will Try to Settle Row 
With Poland. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

London, Oct. 30.—The most striking 
example of the working of the pact 
formed by the foreign ministers of 
France, Germany and Great Britain was 
displayed in an agrement now reached 
for an effort to settle the Polish-Lith- 
uanian quarrel. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, the British 
foreign secretary, and Foreign Minister 
Aristide Briand of France, who were in- 
vited by Poland to assist in the settle- 


ment, insisted that Dr. Gustav Strese- 
mann,. the German foreign minister,, 
must be included, and now the three 
ministers will try to induce Lithuania 
to adopt a “reasonable” attitude. . 

The question has become urgept be- 
cause Marshal Josef Pilsudski’s patience 
has been exhausted with the Lithuan- 
ian pretense of maintaining a state of 
war against Poland. While the state 
of war is fiction in one sense, it is real 
in others, as it prevents free intercourse 
between the two countries and acts as 
@ permanent irritation in northeastern 
Europe. 

Dr. Stresemann displays loyalty to 
his French and British colleagues in 
engaging in such an effort as the Ger- 
man Nationalists are sure to disap- 
prove of any cooperation between Ger- 
many and Poland.

JAPANESE GIRLS SEND 
07 DOLLS TO AMERICA 


Reception Here Will Welcome 
Christmas Gift to Chil- 
dren of.Nation. 


PUPPETS COST $200 EACH 


New York, Oct. 30. (A.P.).—Fifty- 
seven dolls, made by the most expert 
craftsmen of Japan, will be the Christ- 
mas gift of 5,000,000 Japanese girls to 
the children of America, it was an- 
nounced today by the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America, 
through which the gift will be made. 


The “doll ambassadors of good will” 
will be a reciprocal remembrance for 
the 13,000 “friendship dolls” sent by 
American children to the Japanese doll 
festival last March. They will leave 
Yokohama November 10, arriving at 
San Francisco on November 26. 

Extensive wardrobes of silken ki- 
monos and obis, with trunks and ap- 
propriate furniture, have been supplied 
for each doll, it was announced. It is 
estimated that the cost of each of the 
57 was $200, paid out of funds con- 
tributed by girls in all parts of Japan. 

The number of dolls to be sent was 
set at 57, so that there might be one 
representative of each of the 50 pre- 
fectures of the empire, one for each 
of the six principal cities and one for 
the imperial household. 

The committee on world friendship 
among children, acting for the Federal 
Council of Churches, is planning wel- 
come receptions at .Washington and 
New York and for a tour of the country 
with the dolls, it was said. 


UNCERTAINTY HELD 
PERIL TO PHILIPPINES 


Quezon Interested in Policy 
of U. S., Not Appointment, 
He Asserts. 


New York, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Manuel 
Quezon, president of the Philippine 
Senate, who has arrived here en route 
to Washington, said that the “present 


uncertainty” regarding the future of the 
Philippine Islands is jeopardizing the 
economic progress of the isla 

He said his only interest was in the 
policy of the United States Government 
in respect to the Philippines and that 
he was not interested in the appoint- 
ment of the next governor general. 

“I have come to see if it is possible 
to obtain at the next session of Con- 
gress some measure which will put at 
rest the mind of the Filipino people 
regarding the future of their country,” 
he said. “Independence has _ been 
promised us, and yet no one knows 
when it will be granted. We think we 
are ready for it now, and we have been 
urging it year after year.” 

Mr. Quezon said leading financial in- 
terests could not be influenced to risk 
investment in the islands. He said he 
will pay his respects to the President 
and the Secretary of War, and will “try 
to lay before them the conditions pre- 
vailing in the islands as I see them.”

Association President Warns 
1928 Means Fight to Keep 
Private Ownership. 


MOTIVE POWER DROPS; 
CAR CAPACITY RISES 


New Food Car Looked On as 
spur to Industry 
in General. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Amerli- 
Can railroads will face a severe test in 
1928 on the preservation of private 
ownership, Alba B. Johnson, president 
of the Railway Business Association, 
asserted tonight in a letter to members 
of the association. 

After pointing out that tractive power 
of freight locomotives owned by Class 
1 railroads had declined 1.02 per cent 
in the nine months since January 1, 
while capacity of freight cars had in- 
creased only % of 1 per cent, Mr. John- 
son said the question was what traffic 
increase from the last high point, 1926, 
would wipe out the present equipment 
surplus. 

“Traffic increase may be likened to a 
flight of steps,” the letter said. ‘Each 
step is 1 per cent. If there were no 
further reduction in locomotive power 
owned, the locomotive supply would be 
exhausted before car loadings had passed 
the seventh step, but at the current 
rate of new additions the freight car 
supply would be wiped out before car 
loadings reached the second step. From 
the 1925 peak to the 1926 peak, loadings 
rose more than eight steps.” 


Farm Purchasing Increase. 


Discussing prospects for 1928 traffic, 
Mr. Johnson cites the October 26 bulle- 
tin of the Department of Agriculture, 
indicating enlarged purchasing power 
of farm products in terms on non- 
agricultural products, and analyzed the 
impending traffic situation “when the 
new Ford car shall have been suffi- 
ciently tested in use on the road s0 
that 1,000,000 buyers, now waiting, will 
order either a Ford car or some other 
make.” 

“This,” added Mr. Johngon, “will 
greatly benefit the oil industry, the 
mills fabricating car parts or materials, 
and all the industries dealing in shel- 
ter, furniture, food, clothing and luxu- 
ries, whose business expancs from re- 
sumption in any occupation so vast 
as agriculture or the automotive in- 
dustry.” The letter pointed out that 
there had been improvemcnt in New 
England textiles, low inventories gen- 
erally, and a let-up in banking and 
mercantile failures, and continued: 

“Manufacturing insolvencies are still 
showing the strain of low margins of 
profi; aggravated by reduced volume. 
With relief in the form of increased 
business this showing should be much 
improved.

Austria Decorates 5

rian monarchy, on five Austrian high 
officrs. 

The delay in the bestowal of the dec- 
orations was due to elaborate formali- 
ties attached to this order, which in- 
volves the taking of evidence from all 
survivors who witnessed the brave 
deeds of the applicants for the dis- 
tinction. A peculiarity attachd to this 
high order is that the man who be- 
lieves in the heroic character of his 
deed is compelled to nominate himself 
for the distinction. 


Missing Girl Found 
In Cabin of a Yacht

New York, Oct. 30.—A pretty Brook- 
lyn girl of 14, missing three days and 
rescued from the cabin of a 50-foot 
yacht after a detective battled single- 
handed with two sailors, was placed in 
the custody of the Children’s Society 
tonight. 

The girl, Dorothy Thayer, vanished 
from her home in Brooklyn on Wednes- 
day. Search by Detective Frank John- 
ston brought him shortly after mid- 
night Sunday to the cabin of the 
yacht Tawmie, moored in Sheepshead 
Bay. According to Johnston’s testimony 
in the Gates Avenue court today, 
William Mulligan, 21, a sailor on the 
yacht, attacked the detective when the 
latter found him with the girl. After 
Mulligan was overpowered; Johnston 
testified, a second sailor, Ivan Lang- 
ston, 20, attempted to release Mulligan 
and the girl. He also was arrested. 


158 Ships Reviewed 
By Japanese Emperor 


Tokyo, Oct. 30 (A.P.)—The greatest 
naval review in Japan since 1919 was 
held this morning and was participat- 
ed in by 158 warships. The spectacle 
attracted immense crowds, which as- 
sembled at every point of vantage. The 
vessels taking part in the maneuver in- 
cluded eight capital ships, twenty cruis- 
ers, 72 destroyers and 38 submarines, 
aggregating 700,000 tons. There were 
also twelve transports in the fleet. 

The ships were drawn up in eight 
parallel lines off Yokohama and occu- 
pied an area six miles long and two 
miles wide. 

The battleship Mutsu with Emperor 
Hirohito aboard steamed slowly be- 
tween the lines, while aircraft circled 
above. The inspection lasted two hours. 


DAUGHTER SHOT DEAD 
BY ENRAGED FATHER 


Parent Commits Suicide 
After Wounding His 
Estranged Wife. 


’ Peoria, Ill., Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Failing 
in an attempt to effect a reconciliation 
with his estranged family, Frank Ben- 
nett, 48-year-old Peoria painter, today 
shot and killed his daughter, Loraine, 
22, seriously wounded his wife, Addie, 
40, and took his own life. 

The shooting occurred at his wife's 
apartment, while two other daughters, 
Vera, 20, and Margaret, 16, and a son, 
Edward, 14, looked on. Mrs. Bennett 
is expected to recover. 

In Bennett’s pocket was found a 
notebook, containing 30 of ac- 
counts of his troubles, which con- 
cluded:

Russian Diplomat Revealed 
as Blubbering Victim- of 
Italian Poet’s Hoax. 


COURAGE UNDER TEST 
FOUND TO BE WANTING 


Story of Incident at Genoa Is 
Bared as Soviet Envoy 
Leaves France. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, Oct. 30.—The departure from 
France of Christian Rakovski, Soviet 
Ambassador, has permitted discovery 
of a sinister hoax perpetrated by 
Gabriel d’Annunzio, noted Italian poet, 
on Georges Tchitcherin, the Russian 
foreign minister, at Genoa, during the 
economic conference of 1922. 

The poet went to Genoa and lived in 
an enormous palace, placed at his dis- 
posal by a friend. D’Annunzio had with 
him his retinue of Nubian blacks as 
servants, and lived in his usual regal 
style. 

Shortly before the conference broke 
up, D’Annunzio sent an invitation to 
Tchitcherin to dine with him. Flat- 
tered at the honor, Tchitcherin ac- 
cepted. 

He was ushed into the palace by the 
gigantic negro footmen and butlers, re- 
lieved of his coat and hat and then 
led to the rococo dining room, where 
he was surprised to note that covers 
were laid for. two. 

In a moment the slender, bald- 
headed poet appeared and excused 
himself for the intimacy of the dinner, 
explaining: “It is because I wish to 
talk to you alone and to enjoy your 
company by myself, excellency.” 

The bolshevik delegate was amazed 
at D’Annunzio’s compliments and lis- 
tened enthralled to the poet’s vivid 
conversation of music, art and politics 
throughout the elaborate meal. 


Jeweled Sword Brought. 


Then D’Annunzio pressed a button, 
a@ silvery bell tinkled and two of his 
Nubians, arrayed in barbaric tribal re- 
galia, entered the room, bearing be- 
tween them an enormous silver salver 
on which reposed a beautiful engraved 
and bejeweled sword. 

Tchitcherin’s eyes bulged as he noted 
the keen Damascus blade and he turned 
inquiringly to his, host as the blacks 
laid the rapier on the table. 

“What is that beautiful piece, some 
chef d’oeuvre of the Italian art?” in- 
quired Tchitcherin. 

“That, dear fellow, is the weapon with 
which I am going to kill you,” replied 
D’Annunzio, selecting a cigar and light- 
ing it from the waxen taper which his 
native servant held. 

“Have one of these; they are of the 
finest tobacco, made especially for my 
guests,” he continued waving the 
negro to hold the light for Tchitcherin. 

The Russian minister forced a hollow 
laugh and mumbled something about 
the good joke. 


Invited to Die, Says Poet. 


“No, seriously, I am not joking. I 
invited you here to dine with me and 
then to slay you,” D’Annunzio replied. 
“You know my attitude toward the 
government you represent and the 
regime you epitomize, and I believe it 
to be my duty to embrace this op- 
portunity to rid the world of such a 
monster as you. But pray be calm, I 
Shall give you time to write any mes- 
sages or instructions you may have for 
your delegation and your government 
and your- family.” 

He rang the Silver bell again and 
his Nubian lackeys brought in paper, 
envelopes, pens, ink and scented seal- 
ing wax. 

Tchitcherin by that time was really 
alarmed, but sought to reassure him- 
self that his host was joking. 

“But you are fooling. Such a thing 
could not happen, in the twentieth 
century, in a city like this. It’s ab- 
surd. impossible,” he stuttered. 

“More terrible things are happening 
in your country, perpetrated by your 
henchmen, every day,” D’Annunzio re- 
plied. “Is not this a beautiful piece?” 
and he fingered ever so lightly the 
razor-like blade and the sharp point of 
the sword. 

Begs for Mercy. 


Moaning and blubbering for mercy, 
his face ashen white, his hands trem- 
bling with the fear which unnerved 
him, Tchitcherin groveled in his seat, 
pleading for his life. 

D’Annunzio pressed the little bell 
again. Two servants walked in and 
stood. one on each side of Tchitcher- 
in’s chair. 

“No, I shall not kill you. I couldn't 
demean myself by touching you. But 
I tried this experiment to see if the 
man who had sent so many thousands 
of his countrymen to death could go to 
his own death bravely. You can not. 
Get out!” snapped D’Annunzio. 

At a signal the blacks seized Tchitch- 
erin, dragged him through the hall, 
cosnee the door and cast him into the 
street.

WORLD ECONOMY SEEN 
GOVERNED BY POLITIC 


Old Theories No Longer Apply, 
Say Germans, Expecting 
New War Debt Talk. 


BERLIN FIGHTS INFLATION 


Berlin, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—World econo- 
my no longer is governed by the vener- 
able theories of political economy, but 
is wholly at the mercy of politics, is the 
conclusion reached by German financial 
writers, who assert that at no postwar 
period has amalgamation of politics and 
economics possessed the significance it 
has today. Germany’s financial worries, 
they say, are only a minor part of the 
international complexity of problems | 
in which such factors as reparations, | 
interallied debts and credits to Russia 
are inextricably interwoven. 

The financial newspaper, 
Economist, believes the present foreign 
debate on reparations is intended as a 
useful precursor to the inevitable re- 
opening of the discussioh on interna- 
tional war debts which, for obvious rea- 
sons, can not be launched before the 
American election is decided. The 
memorandum of 8S. Parker Gilbert, 
agent general for reparations, to the 
German government not only served 
to quicken the ambitions of the debtor 
nations in this connection, says this 
newspaper, but is further indication of 
the extent to which postwar politics 
are impinging on world economy. The 
World Economist says: 

“Germany’s defeat in the war ac- 
counts for her political enslavement 
and her inability to work out her own 
economic and financial destinies. True, 
England and France also are indebted 
to the United States, but they are com- 
pensated for this by their reparations 
claims against Germany. Therefore, 
they are able to ignore or postpone the 
demands of their American creditors. 
To this extent Germany’s position is 
unparalleled in modern history.” 

Addressing the Reichstag’s budget 
committee, Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, presi- 
dent of the Retchsbank, explained that 
his opposition to the unhampered 
scramble for foreign loans was in the 
nature of an experiment to discover 
how far the domestic market is com- 
petent to satisfy the demands for capi- 
tal. As it was able to assimilate 7,750,- 
000,000 marks of interest-bearing se- 
curities between 1924 and 1927, he 
thought the German market after all 
was not wholly sterile. 

In response to frequently-voiced mis- 
givings, Dr. Schacht declared that as 
long as the Reichsbank continues as an 
independent institution the outbreak 
of another inflation epidemic will not 
be permitted. 


S. Parker Gilbert Upheld 
By the German Chancellor 


Essen, Germany, Oct. 30 (A.P.)— 
Chancellor Marx entered the arena as 
champion of S. Parker Gilbert, the rep- 
aration agent general today when the 
Centrist convention called the news- 
papers severely to account for attacking 
Mr. Gilbert in connection with his re- 
recent memorandum to the German 
finance minister, Dr. Koehler. The 
chancellor declared that courtesy alone 
should have precluded any one from 
employing such an insulting appella- 
tion as “bailiff.” | 

This, he said, was entirely unjusti- 
fied as applied to the representative of 
Germany’s creditors, who had never ex- 
ceeded his duty or had acted in an 
unfriendly manner toward Germany. 

“Mr. Gilbert,” said Dr. Marx, “voiced 
his scruples in a carefully chosen form, 
while severely refraining from all in- 
terference in Germany’s domestic af- 
fairs.”

Kansas City, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Diver- 
sion of assets and obscure dealings with 
interlocking directorates of allied com- 
panies placed the Kansas City Joint 
Stock Land Bank in a “chaotic con- 
dition” from which “substantial losses” 
may be expected, W. R. Compton, St.

Quoting from the report of an audit- 
ing firm, which required more than a 
year to audit the bank, that “our in- 
vestigation was prolonged because of 
the thousand: of obscure entries on 
the books of account,” Compton said 
that due to the “involved and compli- 
cated condition,” it was impossible to 
make more than a preliminary or 
progress report at this time.

Alice B. Todd and Ralph W. Street, 
former officers and directors, who also

From this seaport has started the 
most ambitious flight yet undertaken 
by the British royal air force, a cruise 
of four Singapore-type fiying boats for 
25,000 miles to India, Singapore, Aus- 
tralia and the Far East.

“A very large percentage of this land 
in the hydro district is not in cultiva- 
tion and consists of rough hilly land 
of an undeveloped nature.

Values gener- 
ally should increase, and it is hoped 
these farms will be more realily sale- 
able than at the present time.”

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MOVING THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
A writer in the Salt Lake Tribune makes a 


strong plea for the transfer of the seat of 


government from Washingion to a site in the 
Mississippi Valley. He brings lucid argu- 
ments to the support of his plea, which may be 
summarized as follows: 

When Washington was chosen it was rela- 
tively near the center of population. Since 
the Louisiana Purchase, the Mexican acces- 
sion, the Oregon and Alaska accessions and 
outlying acquisitions, Washington has become 
a lopsided location. 

In.a war with a foreign nation Washing- 
ton is a major point of attack. A site in the 
Mississippi Valley would be safer, 

The East has an undue advantage in pre- 
senting its case to Washington. A thousand 
persons could gather quickly in Washington 


-to give a semblance of public opinion in favor 


of a proposed measure before a score from the 
middle or far West could get there to protest. 

With the Capital in the center of the coun- 
try, East and West would be drawn together, 
and the suspicion of Wall street influence 
would be minimized. 

Alas, it is true that.Washington is a lop- 
sided lacation. In order to serve’ all Ameri- 
can territory equally well, from a geograph- 
ical point of view, the Capital should be lo- 
cated on the Farallon Islands, or perhaps at 
Hollywood. Then the present and prospective 
citizens of Hawaii, Guam and the Philippines 
would have an opportunity to counteract the 
influence of Wall street. : 

It is true, also, that Washington would be 
in great danger if a foreign foe should invade 
the United States. The Capitol and White 
House were burned once—don’t forget that. 
If the Capital had been in Utah the British 
invaders might have hesitated before trying to 
capture it. ; 

On its merits, the plea for a transfer of the 
seat of government is unanswerable. The 
only hope of Washington is that perhaps sheer 
inability on the part of Americans to agree 
upon a new site may prevent the transfer. 
The Salt Lake writer continues as follows: 

: Congress: should appoint a committee 

to investigate possible sites. Allow twenty 
or more years to determine preliminaries. 
Dedicate the site in 1950, and begin de- 
velopment. By 1976 many of the prin- 
cipal offices would be ready for use, and 
the Nation could begin its new century 
under conditions worthy of its greatness 
and power. While Washington, with its 
monuments, memorials, galleries and 
schools, would remain a seat of culture, 
refinement and art. 

Of course, the constitutional provision es- 
tablishing the seat of government on the 
Potomac could be easily amended while the 
committee of Congress was spending twenty 
years in selecting the new site. The twenty- 
year proviso looks good, very good; but per- 
haps no limitation should be placed upon the 
life of the committee. The claims of several 
aspirants would require examination, no doubt. 
Some sites in the Mississippi Valley, while 
otherwise desirable, might require a little 
more levee work before the committee could 
conscientiously recommend them—and the 
committee would have to be conscientious, 
There is a tradition that even the Father of 
His Country leaned a little in this matter. 
Congress must go cautiously. — 

The movement originating from Salt Lake 
City in behalf of a transfer of the National 
Capital need not necessarily cast suspicion 
upon the good faith of the distinguished 
senior senator from that State, who is chair- 
man of the commission in charge of the erec- 
tion of new buildings here for. the Govern- 
ment. So far as known, he is working faith- 
fully, and, of course, he is aware that money 
expended here in new buildings makes it 
somewhat more difficult to make the change 
desired. However, if the people should clamor 
for the change, through fear of foreign in- 
vasion or because of the taint of Wall street, 
Senator Smoot doubtless would stand loyally 
by his State, and no one could blame him. 

. All-in all, the demand from the West pre- 
sents a problem well worthy of the serious at- 
tention of the Federation of Citizens Associa- 


_ tions, if the federation is really interested in 


fetaining the more or less hypothetical pres- 
dige that attaches to this city as the seat of 
government. gee

“curves of the academic business prophet are 
as pertinent to modern business as the 


cycle theory. StabHity has come to be the 
commercial keynote, and because business men 
anticipate stability the recession which the 
cycle theorists have predicted has not ma- 
terialized. It is fortunate that the United 
States finally has concluded that the cycle is a 
myth, for the old order of alternate periods 
of depression and expansion was costly and 
uneconomic. 

The false prophet in every line of endeavor 
is a dangerous influence. Whether he predicts 
better things or worse, his subject, not of 
necessity consciously, is apt to expect the 
prognostication to materialize, and to tend to 
shape his affairs to meet something that never 
arises. American business is doing very well 
by continuing along the straight and narrow 
path of tested safety. Small wonder that the 
cycle theorists are not finding it easy to assem- 
ble an audience to listen to, their tales of woe. 


THE OVERPRODUCTION PROBLEM. 


In connection with farm depression. the 
statement frequently is made that overpro- 
duction has compelled producers to accept a 
world market price, depriving them thereby 
of protection which otherwise the tariff would 
afford. The protective tariff is held respon- 
sible for agricultural difficulties, or for the 


cultural products in this as compared with 
some other period, and the claim is made that 
the profits of industry and the wages of in- 
dustrial workers have been increased at the 
expense of the farmer and farm laborer. Rob- 
ert S. Brookings, president of the Institute 
of Ecoffomics, has issued a statement having 
to do with overproduction and its relation to 
the antitrust, immigration and _ protective 
tariff laws, which exposes the fallecy of the 
foregoing argument. 

There is no more reason, he says, why the 
farmer should. be protected from the penalty 
of overproduction.of wheat growing out of 
the cultivation of an excessive acreage, than 
there is that any industrial co.poration should 
receive governmental protection for its over- 
production. For the years 1920 to 1923, cor- 
poration returns made under oath to the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue showed us an aver- 
age annual loss of $2,500,000,000. These 
losses—in every year from 35 to 50 per cent 
of all corporations lose money—can occur 
only through inefficiency or maladjustment 
in production and distribution, or overproduc- 
tion, or all of these, just as do the losses in 
wheat, cotton, and other lines of agricultural 
production. They represent the price paid for 
freedom, for it would be easy to prevent over- 
production if public policy permitted producers 
to combine to limit production, 

The pressure of overproduction, however, is 
a great stimulus to efficiency. In every line of 
endeavor there is to be found every degree 
of efficiency from the highest to the lowest. 
When the supply is less than the demand, the 
least efficient producer is kept alive by a high 
price, and the most efficient profits so much 
as to put pressure upon increased production. 
This. procedure ends in overproduction, thus 
forcing out the less efficient and forcing the 
most efficient further.to increase his efficiency, 
in order to recoup his lessened profits, 

It is just as important to protect consumers 
from extortion as it is to protect producers 
from the results of overproduction; hence, 
even though production could be _ limited 
through industrial combinations, antitrust 
laws are necessary. There has been a tendency 
of recent years to introduce a more liberal 
policy toward trusts. The Webb-Pomerene act 
which permits manufacturers and farmers to 
combine to sell their: surplus products in for- 
eign markets at whatever price they choose is 
one example of this tendency. The free ex- 
change of information both through Govern- 
nient departments and between producers, the 
latter sanctioned by the Supreme Court, pro- 
vided it is also made available to the public, 
constitutes another. Further than this the 
United States can not go. Price fixing in the 
interest of the producer is a subsidy to over- 
production, which increases the evil and de- 
feats the purpose of the antitrust Jaws. 

The history of the rise of civilization reveals 
a progressive political emancipation by which 
the individual emerged from personal slavery 
and gradually advanced to the climax of civil 
liberty, accompanied by an, economic retro- 
gression by which the masses passed out of 
various forms of semiindependence into the 
autocracy of capital. The medieval handicraft 
workers enjoyed a period of comparative eco- 
nomic freedom. The factory system of produc- 
tion, although it opened the avenues of occu- 
pation to great numbers of unskilled workers, 
at the same time reduced the services of in- 
dustrial workers to the position of a com- 
modity, to be purchased at a price. . The next 
logical step, which apparently the country is 
now taking, is to emancipate economically the 
great mass of workers. The owners of capital 
must say: ‘‘We recognize that in every form of 
production capital is worth no more and no 
less, risk considered, than its market value 
as established on ,the stock exchanges.” 
Through restricted immigration, the protective 
tariff, the development of big business, and the 
wide distribution of corporate securities among 
investors, industry already has begun to pay 
‘what is known as a “‘saving wage” as differen- 
tiated from a living wage. The saving wage 
makes it possible for the workman to protect 
himself and his family ffom the menaces of un- 
employment, sickness, old age and death. By 
freeing him from the pressure of cut-throat 
competitive selling of his labor it has assured 
his economic independence and has created in 
the United States an economic democracy 
which scales favorably with the political 
democracy. 

Mr. Brookings presents a logical and force- 
ful argument well worth consideration. Farm 
‘relief can not be had through -price fixing, 
nor can farm conditions be improved through 
tampering with the tariff or immigration laws. 
Agriculture is an industry no less than steel 
or transportation, amenable to the same nat- 
ural. laws, and affected to no greater or less 
degree by legislation. Agriculture has it in 
its power to solve its own problems. Enact 
special legislation or change ‘the existing laws,

It is, of course, possible to reach a com- 
promise between the two schools of thought. 
The plant need not remain idle or only partly 
utilized. It still belongs to the Government, 
and its power can be made available to all. 
Secretary Jardine suggested some such project 
to the¥House military affairs committee last 
winter.: His proposal was that the Govern- 
ment should get the best possible return from 
the. power plants, and use the money 50 
obtained for the purpose. of studying com- 
mercial] fertilizer production. It was not his 
idea that this should be done alone at Muscle 
Shoals, but at various points in the fertilizer 
consuming regions, and he recommended also 
that the Department of Agriculture should 
teach the farmers how best to use the 
fertilizers when produced. 

This is only one of several ideas that offer 
a solution of the problem. Any such plan 
would give to the Nation the benefits that 
were expected to accrue when Muscle Shoals 
was built. Continuance of the present policy 
merely means that the day will soon be at 
hand when nothing can be done with the 
resources that are now available. It would 
be more than stupid to allow congressional 
stubbornness to sacrifice Muscle Shoals. The 
Nation is entitled to some return on the money 
which it invested in the plant. The failure 
to develop and utilize all the power available 
at Muscle Shoals is a reproach to Congress.

CHICAGOPHOBIA. 


“Big Bill’ Thompson, Mayor of Chicago, is 
suffering from a renewed attack of virulent 
Anglophobia. For a time he appeared to be 
in a fair way toward recovery. But when pros- 
pects were brightest some one discovered in 
the city library a volume entitled “‘The Early 


Years of the Prince Consort,” which Queen 
Victoria had presented, with her own -auto- 
graph on the cover, to the city right after the 
big fire. ‘‘Big Bill” suffered a relapse, and as 
frequently happens, the second stroke is more 
serious than the first. ~ 

But that is not the worst chapter of the 
story. The phobia germ has been blown across 
the Ontario Peninsula and has broken out in 
Toronto. The symptoms of what may be re- 
garded as a very bad attack of Chicagophobia 
are manifest in the columns of the Toronto, 
Globe, which on Monday last treated its read- 
ers to a resume of some of the crime and di- 
vorce statistics of the Windy. City under the 
caption, ‘“‘Chicago Earned Its Mayor.” The 
Toronto paper thinks that Chicago deserves 
Thompson because there are 17,000 divorce 
cases pending there and because statistics 
show that in six years 1,795 murders were 
recorded, or about 1 a day for the entire 
period. 

It is unfortunate that the Toronto Globe 
permits its judgment of the people of this Na- 
tion’s second largest city to be prejudiced by 
the political vagaries of its chief magistrate. 
Chicago has several million people who have no 
occasion to appeal to the divorce courts, and 
fully as many who have never been charged 
with murder. Can’t the Globe take a joke 
like Thompson? The American people do. 
They do not hold Chicago responsible for “Big 
Bill.”” Certainly they do not approve the 
Globe’s statement that Chicago “thas become 
a city of bandit gangs with machine guns, 
where money counts more than life—a city 
without a conscience,” and a ‘“‘brazen thief of 
Great Lakes water.’”’ Besides, the accusation 
that anybody in the United States goes out of 
the country to get water is preposterous on its 
face. 


THE WAY TO KNOWLEDGE. 


The world and its educators are prone to 
quarrel these days over methods of education. 
There is a large group which believes that there 
is something radically wrong with the way in 
which knowledge is at present imparted. New 
theories are constantly being suggested and as 
often tried out. Some educators advocate more 
freedom, others sigh for the return of the days 
when colleges allowed no latitude. Yet the 
fact remains that almost without exception any 
college offers enough to those who wish to take 
advantage of their opportunities to make the 
years spent in study worth while. 

One need only examine, as John Clair Minot 
has done in the North American Review, the 
record of achievement made by those college 
graduates who earned the Phi Beta Kappa key. 
The fraternity is the hallmark of intellectual, 
attainment, but it does not concern itself with 
the manner in which its members gained the 
distinction. Phi Beta Kappa chapters exist in 
approximately half of the institutions of learn- 
ing in the United States. Here is a measure 
certainly. by which the results of a college 
education can be gauged. 

The percentage of Phi Beta Kappa men is 
about 1 in 3,000 of population. The same 


fraction has furnished far more thanyits quota 


of men who have ‘achieved success in public 
and private life. Among the names of those 
who have been placed in the Hall of Fame 
fully one-half were wearers of the key. Eleven 
of the Presidents in the timé that followed 
establishment of the fraternity were Phi Beta 
Kappa men. Half of the 10 Chief Justices of 
the United States Supreme Court earned simi- 
lar distinction. Of the 63 associate justices, 50 
per cent fall in the same class. Still another 
evidence is the fact that of the 26,000 persons 
listed in “‘Who’s Who,” 6,000 are Phi Beta 
Kappa men. There are no statistics to show 
the institutions that these men represent, but 
they are not the product of identical educa- 
tional methods. ‘Nevertheless, they found in 
the. colleges the inspiration. that led to learn- 
ing and in after life use for what they had 
acquired. So long as American colleges and 


- universities can show such results the way in 


which the end is achieved remains relatively 
unimportant. wea aS |

(Associated Press.) 
Rapid progress is being made by the 
Federal Trade Commission in its in- 


quiry into the acquisition by the Du 
Pont intérests of stock of the United 
States Steel and General Motors Cor- 
porations. The field work in the in- 
vestigation is going forward, the com- 
mission announced yesterday, but the 
time of Compose can not now be de- 
termined. 

Investigations drdered by Congress 
into petroleum prices, the bread and 
flour milling industry and other com- 
mercial enterprises will be given prece- 
dence, it was indicated, over the Du 
Pont inquiry. 

A number’ of investigations insti- 
tuted during the summer will be some- 
what delayed by. completion of similar 
congressional inquiries, it is under- 
stood.

The disturbance that was.over South Dakota 
Saturday night has advanced north-northeast- 
ward, being centrol over extreme western (n- 
tario, The Pas, 29.52 inches; witha trough 
extending: south and southwestward to Texas.

Rocky Mountain region-and Alberta. Pressure 
continues low over and south of central Cuba, 
while the tropical disturbance, which is ap- 
parently of minor intensity, is moving. north- 
west or, west-northwest in approximately lati- 
tude 17 degrees and longitude 69 degrees. An 
area of high pressure covers the Atlantic 
States, Northfield, Vt., 30,40 inches, and pres- 
sure is relatively high and rising over the 
Plains States and on the north Pacific Coast. 
During the last 24 hours rains-have occurred 
in the Plains States, the upper Mississippi 
Valley, the Pacific States and the northern 
plateau, and at scattered points in the interior 
of the west Gulf States. Temperatures have 
fallen along the middle'‘and north Atlantic 
Coast, in the interior of the west Gulf States, 
and.over the: Plains States and middle Plateau, 
and have risen in the lake region. The high- 
est temperatures this late in the season are 
reported from points in the Ohio Valley, Ten- 
nessee and northern Alabama.

WV are should my young chil- 
dren read?” asks a father 
The first thing to do is to 
awaken in them a love for reading. 


Reading should be a delight and never 
a duty. 


Do not feel that your children must 
read good books whether they like them 
or not. Much better spend time look- 
ing for good books within the range of 
their tastes. 

When a standard book on my S. A. 8. 
E. list suited to average boys and girls 
‘fails to interest them it does not neéeces- 
sarily mean that the child is forever 
unfitted to the book. Rather it may 
mean that he is not yet sufficiently de- 
veloped to be interested in it. 

Almost every parent has had the ex- 
perience of starting a child on a certain 
book which has been pronounced: 
“Just the thing for a child of that age.” 
And the hopeful parent found the child 
took no interest in it. If this happens 
to you what should you do? Just pick 
up another and lay the other aside. 
If the second doesn’t strike the child's 
interest try another. Keep on till one 
“clicks.” 


A mother says: “My boy does not 
read good books but he reads lots... Is 
this practice harmful?” Most children 
at around 12 read almost anything that 
is not too hard to understand. Frivo!- 
ous, purposeless fiction is a waste of 
time and tends to establish rambling 
habits of thinking that may persist. 
There is no objection to the entertait- 
ment value of such reading but how 
much better to have the child informed 
ahd educated while he is being enter- 
tained. 


Fairy Tales. 


Often I am asked, “Do you believe in 
reading fairy stories to children?” I 
certainly do. I have no patience with 
people who believe that fairy stories 
will give a child false ideas of life. 

Childhood is a time of glorious free- 
dom from the restraints which will be 
later impressed by a stern and matter- 
of-fact world. As Walter Taylor Field 
puts it, “In childhood the world of the 
imagination is then a real world, and 
gnomes in mouseskin are vastly more 
important members of the common- 
wealth than bankers in broadcloth. 
‘Shades of the prison house’ will close 
around your boy all too soon. Bonds 
and mortgages, discounts and margins 
will force themselves upon his con- 
sciousness. If you would haye him 
able, in middle life, to escape occasion- 
ally from the prosaic round of business, 
to look up at the stars, to read and 
appreciate great poetry and come back 
to his work again with wider horizons 
and a spiritual uplift, do not neglect 
the fairy tale and the myth, for in 
them are the elements of all imagina- 
tive literature.” 

The blind man who is obliged to 
guide his footsteps solely by the sense 
of touch gets plenty of pity. There are 
greater tragedies in the lives of thou- 
sands of men and women who grope 
their way through life seeing nothing 
that they can not handle and imagin- 
ing nothing that they can not see. 

These are the men and women who 
think it nonsense to read fairy tales to 
children and who prefer to stuff the 
little brains with useful information. 
There is a time for all things.

There 
are so many things about definite pro- 
portions—so many. uncertainties. For 
instance, I have not the least idea 
whether your husband paftakes of food 
in lafge or small quantities, or whether 
you are a person who is dieting and 
takes little or no starch (and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, little enough of anything 
else until you loose a certain number 


of pounds). And you may have boys 
and girls, and the boys may have 
enormous appetities. 

You see, if this were the case, and I 
said my little recipe for beef loaf would 
amply supply, shall we say, four per- 
sons, and they were all dieting—you 
would discover it would supply more 
nearly eight. And if they were all boys 
wtih big appetites, or hungry husbands, 
it might not prove sufficient for even 
four. Then where should I be in the 
family eye—when you told them to 
blame Nancy Carey, for I had said the 
loaf was ample for four. 

We did say some weeks ago that we 
based our menus largely on a family of 
four, and on the whole the proportions 
will nicely take care of this number 
of persons. But that.can be a matter 
of individual average only—and the 
homemaker herself is the only person 
who can judge just how far certain 
quantities of flour—butter—egg and 
milk in combination will go in her par- 
ticular family... When we give a recipe 
providing for many servings we make 
note of the fact in the column—other- 
wise, there is no great variation in serv- 
ing from our formulas—they are about 
four-person dishes—possibly a little 
more or less—as the case may be. 


I wonder whether you do not refer to 
date bread, Mrs. Place? We shal! give 
it here in any event, hoping it may be 
the recipe for which you are searching. 
Your cantaloupe conserve has gone for- 
ward under separate cover, as you 


doubtless wished to use it at once.

It had 
been flour! But the rolls—whether 
flower or flour—are delicious, and the 
gentleman’s daughter has won fam 
with her “cinnamon buns.” 

Cinnamon Rolls. 

1 cupful flour. 

1% cupful granulated sugar. 

1 rounded tablespoonful salt. 

1 cupful mashed potato. 

1 cupful scalded milk. 

%4 cupful lard. 

1 yeast cake dissolved in a half cupful 
lukewarm water. 

2 eggs, well beaten. 

Mix the ingredients in order given 
that is, scald the milk, add the lard, 
sugar, mashed potato and salt, and let 
cool'to lukewarm before adding yeast 
and dry materials. Add the one cupful 
of flour and set in a warm place for 
about two hours. Then add sufficient 
fiour to make a soft dough, which will 
require about four or five cupfuls. Let 
rise until double in bulk. Roll out on a 
floured board to about a fourth-ine 
thickness. Dot with butter and sprinkle 
generously with a mixture of cinnamon 
and sugar (aboyt two tablespoonfuls 
cinnamon and a cupful sugar). Roll as 
&@ jelly roll, cut into one-inch slices and 
place in greased tin to rise. When light,

SHARPLY DURING WEEK 


Food Shares, Oil and 
Rails Are Strong. — 


market last week developed an individ- 
uality of its own, refusing to follow the 
lead of the “big board” after its ordi- 
nary fashion.’ While stock exchange 
prices were sinking rapidly, a large 
number of curb stotKs scored good 
gains on the week. 

To be sure, there were weak spots, 
but declines were far outnumbered and 
outweighed by the advances. Food 
shares, oils, railroad issues, bank stocks 
were all fairly active and generally 
strong.

Of more than $%750,000,000 in new 
bonds issued in October, $414,000,000 
were listed for trading on the curb, 
establishing a new record for all time 
in the value of securities dealtin. Since 
January 1, approximately 447,000,000 
of domestic and $210,000,000 foreign ob- 
ligations have been dealt in on the 
curb, compared with a combined t>t& 
of around $392,000,000 in the same 
period of last year. 

About a dozen new issues were ad- 
mitted to the list last week, including 
common stock of the Hershey Chocolate 
Co., Servel Voting Trust certificates and 
4 per cent, bonds and preferred stock of 
Huylers of Delaware. 

Bond trading was attended by a few 
wide movements, but on the whole 
prices in this group showed compara- 
tively little change from those current 
at the close of the previous week.

Early Lead as 
Swope Scores. 


Homesteads Drive to 
Touchdown; 3,500 
See Battle.

HE Mohawk A. C. Football Team’s 
undefeated reord remained unsul- 
lied yesterday. The Hawks, how- 

ever, escaped by only a hair’s breadth.

Maryland’s eleven, smarting under the 
sting of a 13-6 defeat at the hands of 
Washington and Lee last Saturday, en- 
counters the mighty Yale eleven at N@w 
Heven in a game muchly-desired. by 
the Elis as a result of the 19-0 victory 
which Maryland gained at New Haven 
last season. George Washington’s team, 
one of the few unbeaten elevens in the 
East, with a record of five successive 
victories, will have its mettle tested to 
the extreme in the game with Penn 
State at State College, Pa. 


Catholic University will be idle 
as a result of an open date on its 
schedule, but Gallaudet will be 
playing its second home game of 
the season Saturday when it meets 
the Blue Ridge team at Kendall 
Green. American University is to 
meet St. John’s at Annapolis. > 


Georgetown attaches much impor- 
tance to its game with Lafayette which 
last year was one of the claimants of 
the national championship with~ its 
clean record, but which has failed to 
develop fhe same ‘power this season. 
Victory over Lafayette would redeem 
for Georgetown a share of the prestige 
lost by the early defeat by Syracuse, 
the only game which Georgetown has 
lost in. six played. 

The last game between Georgetown 
and Lafayette was played in 1922, with 
Georgetown winning one of the most 
sensational battles ever staged on a 
Washington gridiron. Lafayette since 
that time annually jas been. repre- 
sented by an outstanding team, and 
this year’s eleven is feared by George- 
town coaches despite recent defeats.

Prices Move Horizontally Dur- 
ing Week; Rails Show 
Most Activity. 


UTILITIES GROUP IS DULL 


New York, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Feeling 
the competition of an unprecedented 
rush of new offerings, the listed bond 
market slowed up perceptibly last week, 
but prices moved in a horizontal line 
about level“with the quotations of the 
preceding fortnight or more. The con- 
tinued ease in the money market and 
the resultant reluctance of bond owners 


to relinquish their holdings was the 
base on which prices rested, rather than 
any increase in the demand. 

New bonds floated in October have 
amounted to more than. $775,000,000, 
the highest total for any one month 
in history. Two weeks of particularly 
abnormal activity supplied nearly half 
a billion of this aggregate, ."7 approxt- 
mately $185,000,000 came upon the mar- 
ket during the past week. The total 
for the week preceding was around 
$263 000,000. 

Chief interest in these new offerings 
centered in three major flotations, $29,- 
000,000 for the Federal Land Bank sys- 
tem, $30,000,000 for the Shell Pipe Lines, 
@ subsidiary of Shell Union Oil, and 
$25,000,000 for the Province of Ontario. 
Although these issues were reported as 
selling readily, it was conceded in bond 
circles that the supply of new bonds 
was beginning to draw away from the 
demand, and a groving amount of 
unsold securities was found on dealers’ 
shevies awaiting purchasers. 

However, the rapid increase in new 
financing has not yet created a situa- 
tion such as was existant early last 
summer, when considerably more than 
a billion of recently issued mortgages 
remained unsold. Observers considered 
the market in a fundamentally sound 
position, and their view was in a large 
measure borne out by the firmness with 
which listed bonds met the competition 
offered by those just coming before the 
trade. 

The remaining months of the year 
will see a formidable amoutt of new 
financing of various orders, Several large 
public utility transactions are under- 
stood to be in the making, and a num- 
ber of foreign issues are on the way, 
notably a few more of German origin. 
No estimate of the amount of new 
issues still to come this year is possible, 
but the certainty exists that 1927 will 
set a record of aggregate bond sales far 
in advance of any year in history. 

The listed market’s activity was prin- 
cipally confined to the railroad group, 
in which several liens sold with ease 
at or near their high prices for the 
year. Such recent mortgages as the 
Erie Refunding 5s, Chesapeake Corpo- 
ration 5s and Rock Island 414s changed 
hands freely from time to time, with 
no recession from the high levels cur- 
rent for a month or more. 

The recent heavy buying of public 
utility liens appeared for the moment 
to have run its course, and aside from 
some firmness in the telephone group, 
there was little of note in that division. 
Industrial obligations likewise displayed 
a certain listlessness, but except for a 
few issues affected by particular devel- 
opments, such as new financing of their 
companies, they continued to hover 
close to the month’s high levels. 

There was a disposition on the part 
of many traders to hold down their 
commitments until they had learned 
the details of the Government’s Novem- 
ber financing. Renewal of the Treas- 
ury’s offer to purchase Second Liberty 
4¥%4s, which hae been called for Novem- 
ber 15, was an important development. 
The renewed offer expired on Saturday
